And of the FnenchMen ther wer( Pag.8i|i 
about a 1000. Men of Armes. The Ryver of iDe was be- 
twiKt thcfe d.' Barides. ,.They that were pflegid inCiftres.if- 
fui^d fprth, with oute.Aflent of the Capitayncs, and fo fkir- 
moqcKid W.itK the French Batfd, that they drew bak to be 
mone/at large, and feing the Englifch Band^ cryed, " let us 
.ff.jgo^pQ, they be difcomfitid.'*. . After this tyme many greate 
Feates ^ncf Yorneys were in .Gafcoyne, by the Space of about 
a 1 2..^yere$ after tbe Departure of Henry of Lancaftre, that 
was-X-^eutenant there for the King of Erigland, ,and afore the 
comin^ of Prince Eduarde thither. As at the Refcous of

Liftiinyane, wher Thomas Cok, a Knight of England, was 
Sehelchai after the Departure of Henry of Lancaftre, and be- 
ing abrdde with 500. Glayves, mette fodenly wirh a 1500. 
Glayves of Fraunceon Horfe bak devidid in to.threBatayles,* 
and difcomfiud them. 

The Caftel of Lifljnian was after, by treafon of one in the 
Caftel, got owt of the Englifche Mennes Handes. And as 
after apperid at the Yorney of S. George at the Refcous of S. . 
John le Angelin, wher John Ccverftoun, Knight of England 
and Senefchal of Gafcoyne, and the Earons ther about, with 
p-oo. Men of Armes,. faught with 1200. French Men of 
Armes, and, with much Payne, wan the Vidory of ihem, 
and toke the Marefchalles of Neel and Oudenam. 

This Marifchal de Neele was after flayne by the Englifch 
Men yn Britayne nerc thc Wod of Onglis, where many

Paij. 8io. j^ggre to Ncneurs John Waldebeouf, ad Englifch Man, 

cununing oute of the proude Caftel of Coruen with 5(5. Men 
of Armes, faute witb a young rulFeling Capitayn of Fraance, 
chat caullid hym felf Lerchiprefter, havlng 200. Menne of 
Armes, and difcomfitid them, taking Lerchpreftre, but, «pon 
Conditions, fu^rid hym to go at large apon bis FVuth to be 
trew Prifoner, and apon the Deliverannoe of a Forteres tbat 
Lerchiprefier had, whither Waldbonf caiki by thc fayre 
Wordes of hym, and there by Tteafon was deuynid, and 
after mnrderid. 

The Englifch Men were difcom&M by fore the Cite of 
^ V Troyes by Counte Vadimonte, that cana ibdeoly apoa thea 
difperkclid. 

JohnDault, Knight of Englaiid, gatheriog Mea of Warre 

o|at of the Garnifons of thenglifch Men in Brttaync and Nor- 
mandy, toke by Night the Citc of Daqfoir. Then thc Citi- 
fens, and the Lordes of the Countery there aboutc, entretid 
with the Englifch Men for great Summes of Mony» that thef 
{houlde depart, not brenning ^ the. Apou this theoglifch- 
mcnt pullid dounc mochc of thc Walles of the Tooae, and 
taking of the Mony (for they could not kepe welli? to gither 
wher cvcry Man wold be a Lorde) and dcpertid thens. As 
fone as the Englifch Men were ^ they gatherid this Mooy, 
and therc with hyred Almayns ahd Eftraongers for Gamifoa 
of theyrc Tounc : and maklng it far ftronger thcn it was 
aforc, payde not a Peuy to thenglifch Men. 

A nother tyme a hunderid Glayves of Englifch Men cum- 
ming to the Refcow of the Caftel of Brieq, that was In the 
Englifch Mennes Handes, difcomfitid yn Burgon joo. Frendi 
Men. 

John Foderingey cumming of the Tounc of Crael with 
other Englifch Capitaynes aflegid an Abbey by twixt Crael 
and Compin that was incaftellatid, and wan fo much of it, that 
f a|;. txi. thc Capitayn ther of cam,- and yqldid hym felfe to one of 
thc Englifch Capitayncs : wherof the other having Envy, and 
requiring Parte of the Prifoner quarelid. And cmong thc 
French Capltayne was (laync. Apon this ^ Capltaioe, to

whom 
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whom the Prifoner had yeldid hym felf, went a way with 
his Band ya a great Difpleafure. They that Were with yn 
tlie Forteres, hering fuch a Noyfe emong the En|];lifch Ca- 
pitaynes, cam dbune ward toward them with fuch a Brute 
and Cry, that thengUfch Men thought them felf betrayid, 
and fledde one faulling apon a nother yn the Diches, wherof 
rumme were drounid, and fum fledde to Horiis and made a 
way* So that by this meancs the Forteres was left ftille in 
the Prench Mennes PofTeiTion. 

Jcvha Grifiith, Capitayne of jihe Forteres of Efpernoun, that 
that James Pipe an Englifch Man had won, made a Rode fortk 
nere to Chres: wher one Bek cam with 120. Men apon 6, 
Menof Armes» and 12. Archiers of the Englifch Ban that 
* ftrgclid from thcyre Bande. Yet thenglifch Men, wich 
Help of a few ^ mof theyr Cumpany that were behynde as 
wel as thty, and cam to help them, difcomfitid the French 
Men, and toke Bek as Prifoner. This Bek had bene afore 
that takien Prifoner of thenglifch Men. 

In the Yere of our Lorde 1359. thenglifch Men wan the 
Toune of S. Walery. 

About this Seafon thenglich Men enforcerent the Toun of 
Veylye yn the Vale of Seflbun. And after wan the Toun of 
Pontarfy : from whens they went to refcow the Caftelle of 
^aflban, (wher the Alemayns theyr Compantons were be- 
fegid) met fodenly with a 100. Men of Armefi of Britaya 
whom they difcomfitid. But they not folowing the Refcow 
of Saufon» it was gyven up*

Apon a tyme, nere our Lady of Puy yn Alvern, Thomas P*g« 8*»» 
de la March cam with a very great Band of Men ner to Hugh 
Calverley, a Capitayn of tbenglifch Men, but 900. with hym, 
and yet de la March fet not apon hyra. 

After the Concorde was madc betwixt the Eing of Na- 
varre and the Dolphin of Vyen, Sunne to John Eing d£ 
Fraunee, many of the Forterefles, that thenglifch Men had 
wonne, were Voyde, and delyverid agayn. 

Abbut this tymeThomas Holand Knight, that was in 
Normandy, made a ftrong Forteres of the Chirch of Barflu, 
and taried ther pur Conftreinder Coftentyn. The which 
Thomas dyed hu pays apres Lieutenant to the King of Eng* 
land 6f his Landes conquerid, and was Counte of Kent by 
thenheritance of his Wife. 

Giibert Rodom having 53. Glayves with hym, and 80. 
Archers, faught withReynald deGulion, Capitayne of Parys, 
Hjre Stampes^ thlai; had 700. Men ofAxme5« suid 400. Brl*

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gantes with hym. Gilbert was flayn there ; yet had thenglifch- 
men the Vidlory, and Reynald was there taken Prifoner, but 
he, by the Help of a falfe Englifch Man, was convayid or 
ever he had payid his liaunfom. 

In this Yereof our Lord a-1359 Henry Duke of Lancaftre 
« with his Retinew to Calays to bring forrh with hym the 
Marquife of Mife, with the Alemiiyn that taryed for tharrival 
of King Eduarde : and they to gicher went over the Ryver of

Soume, affegyng the Toune of Dray, and paffing behynd the 
Walles, cauilid his Men to wade up ro the Shoulders thorough 
the Water, and yet faylid ot theyr Purpofe of takihg the 
Toune, and fo returnid to Calays. The Erle of March ar- 
ryving at Calays 8. Dayes afore King Edwarde, mad a Rood 
beyond Bolayne, and cam to Calays agayn. King Edward 
Pag.Sxj. cam to Calays, and taryed ther * 8. deviding his Hoft in to 
3. Parties, keping one to hym, delyvcring a nother to his 
Sunne Eduarde, and the 3. to the Duke of Lancaftre. Thc 
King went, theMonday afbre S. Martines Day, from Calays 
to S. Omers by Arras, and Cambray, and Champaine to- 
ward Reyns. 

Prince Edward went by Mountroil, Heding, Pontive, and 
Pykardy by yound the Water of Soume pcr Neei, by Haao, 
by Vermendois, where Baudewyn Daukyn, Knight, Mafter, 
of the Arblafteris of Fraunce, was taken Prifoner, and dyvers 
other Knighte§. 

About this tyme the Vicoun Benoge, that was caullid Ca- 
pitayne de Bufche, an Englifgh Gafcoyne, cam owt of his 
Counte from Garnifon to Garnifon of thenglifch Men, and 
cam over the Ryver of Seyne by Conduft of the King of 
Navar, and cam toCrael, then holdeq o^thenglifch Menne :

This Crael was kept by Joha Fo- 
deringey, Knight of EnglanJe, by thaffignement of the King 
of Navarre, apon Cohdition that he ftiould render it to 
hym when he (houlde require : but when ^ was often requi- 
red by the King of Navar he Rept hyt, (aying, that he wold 
npt deliver it on to fuch tymc as he were payde fuch Mony 
as the King of Navar owt bym':' and aftcr that John Fod- 
fingey had gatherid t p this Mony the delyverid theToune. 

Strait a pon this John Foderingey made hymfelf a fure 
Fortres at the J3ridgt of Sainft Meiilcus apon Efe Ryver, and 
there taryed. 

Prince Edward went fonh by S. Quintins, and by Retieris, 
wher the French Meu iheiu felf did Lren the Toune. Then

Barptolemew Burgheffch, a Capitayne in the Duke of Lan- 
cafters Band, had Juftes of Warre by Covenaunt with Mca 
of Warre, that cam owt of Reins : wher one French Maa 
was flayne, and other ii. naufrez de fere de glayve. 

The Duke of Lancafter, the Erles of Richmont and Marche 
made owte of the Kinges Hofte, and wan too Tounes, Otry 
and Semay, apon the Ryver of Aine, and the March of 
Lorayn. • 

A nother Band roode out of the Kinges Hofte to the very 
Gates of Paris, wher no Man durft cum owte to fight* 

Ther was a Route caullid the great Cumpany, that was al 
the Yere in Burgoin,. ynBrie, yn Champeyn, in Dairres, and 
the beft Partes of the Counteris therp about, to feke Vitaile. 
This Route fqalid the Toun of Chalouns in Champaine ia 
the Night ; but they in the. Toune got them to the Bridge of 
Mairel Ryver, that rennith thorough the Toune, and fo they 
kept the Englifchmen owt of the beft Part of the Toun : and 
fo the Englifchmen fodenly departid.

Huwen Trevidig, a Capitayne of the aforefaid James

King Edward ^ repayre the Bridge qver the Ryver of Mai- 
rel, and Bridge over other great Ryvers, and then went toward 
Troyes ; wher the Marquis of Mife, and the Counte oPMi- 
dow, and other Lordes of Alemayne, that cam yn hisYor- 
ney with King Eduarde, returnid home in to their Couote- 
reis, part for lak of Vitail, part for fere of Lent, that Nvas at 
hande : to whom King Eduard gave theyr Coftes.

Mounfeir Brian de Stapleton of the Erle of Salifbyri, and 
other with hym, fkirmouchid in foraging with the French 
Men, and difcomfitid them nere YanvUle. 

In Vengcaunce of the Arrival of Normans at Winchelfey 
thc Navy of the v. Porthes, and the North Navy, went a 
looo. armid Men; and 1^00. Arches to the IQe of Dans witli 
in 15. Dayes after Eftre, and wan the Toune o( Luce, and 
brent it. But this Yorncy was lettid to procede by Com- 
maundcment of Edward, that was by the French Counfail 
Meanes in Treatice of Trewes. 

The Peace bctwen England and Fraunce was condudid, 
nere Chartres, apon thcfe Covenauntes that King Eduarde 
ihould have Gyen enterly, with al the olde Marches, and thc 
Countery of Rogerus, the Countcs of Pontive and Gienes with ^«g* ^sM 
the Appertinaunces, and Calays with the Seignory thcre a- 
bout, clcrely with oute paying any thing for it : And to havc 
3. Millions of Gold for the Frcnche Kingcs Raunfun. And 
the Title of Britaine, bytwixt Mountfort and Charles de 
JBIoys, to be jugid by the Difcretion of the 2.

8. Item, That a fhort Oration be pro^ded at cvery feverall 
Howfe to entertain his Majefty, if his Pkafure be to 
vifit the fame, and Verfes fett up. 

» 9. Item^ That Univerfity College, All Soules, & Magdalen 
College do fett up Verfes at his Majeftics Departure, 
upon fuch Places where tbey may be feen as he pafleth 
by. 

10. Item, That the Fellows and Scholers of thc Body of each 
Honfe be called home, aod not permirted to go abroad 
till his Majefty be gone from the Univerfity, and that 
tbey may be at Home by the Firft of Auguft,

Againft the King's coming to Oxford, it was provided, 
that all Rayles, Pofts, Barrs of Windows, Cafements, and 
Pumpes fliould be newly paynted, and all Armes newly 
tricked; The like was done alfo in all the Streets of the 
City, and at the feverall Gates thereof, the Dials and fuch 
like were alfo new painted. The Streets were finely paved, 
and clean fwept. 



J9vis 22^ Augufti 1605, 

Tliis Day at Six in the Afternoon I came to Oxford, 
bringing with mefrom the King's Attorney Generall a Booke 
ready for his Majefties Sighature, for two Parfonages given 
to the Univerfity, for the Benefit and better Maintinance of 
our Two Rcaders in Divinity. There I found the Earles of 
Worcefter, SufF. & Northampton, with the Lord Carye, 
who had been to view St. Maries and Chrift Church, which 
was to be the Lodgings for his Majefty and the Queen, and 
the Prince*s Lodging in Magdalen College. They (but 
efpecially Lord SufF.) uttcrly difliked the Stage at Chrift 
Church, and above all, the Place appointed for the Chair 

of 
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6f Eftate, becaufe it was no higher, and the King fo placcd 
Ihat the Auditory could fee but his Cheek only, this diflike 
6f the Earle of SuiF. niuch troubled tfee Vice Chancellor and 
&11 the Workmen, yet they ftood in Defence 6f the Thing 
done, atid maintained that by the Art jperfpeftiye ihe King 
tliould behold all better theh if he fat higher. Their Chan- 
fccUor alfo kfter his coriiing tooke Part with the Univerfity, 
and on the Sunday Morning the Matter was debated in the 
Councill Chaitiber. In the End, the Place was remoVed, and 
ifett in the midft of the Hall, but too far from the Stage, 
^iz. 28 Footfe, fb that there were rhany Ibng Speeches de- 
livered which neither the King nor any near him could well 
liear ot uriderftand. The ftage was built clofe to the upper 
End of the Hall, ais it feemed at the firft Sight. But 
Jndeed it \Vas but a falfe Wall fair painted and adorned with 
ftately Pillar§, \vhich Pillars woiild turn about, by reafon 
\vhereof with the help of other painted Clothcs, their Stage 
did vary Threie Times ih the a<fting of One Tragedy. Be- 
hinde the foi-efaid falfe Wall there was referved 5 or 6 Paces 
bf the upper End of the HalU which ferved them to good 
Ufes fdr theif* Hbwfes and Receipt of the Aftors, &c. 

' Veneris 23* Augufti 1605. 

Tliis bay vcry late at Njght the Eafle of Dorfet Lord 
Treafurer of Englarid and Chanccllor df Oxford came to Ox- 
ford, and was fentertained at Chrift*s Church with an Ora- 
tioh which heheard very unwillingly, becjiufe he cofnmaridcd 
tbe conttary. He lodged at New College. 



Sabbati 24* Augufti 1605, being tbe Feaft of St. 
Bartholomcw. 

Thls Oay the Chancellor with the Viccchancellor aridf 
Cther Doilors came to thc Sermoh in St. Maries Church 
(tnade bjr Mr. Gryme) and before him Six Bedells, he hay- 
ing a white StafF in his Hand. The Three Efquire Bedells 
^ere in fair Gowns, Velvet Capps, and Chains of Gold.* 
Dr. Abbat then yicechaticellor wcnt nestt him almoft Side by 
Side, the Reft of the DoCTors following Two and Two to- 
gether. Thc Sermon being ended, the Chancellor vieWed 
and commended the Stages in St. Marie's which werc built 
in Manner followirig, viz, 

ToM.I. Par. a* Llll The 
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The King was placed in his Eflaie, with his back towarcJs 
the Quire ; the Place was very large and fair, raifed upon aa 
Afcent of Seven Steps, to a half Pace, above which, Two 
Steps higher ftood the Cloath and Chair of Eflate/ His En- 
trance was in at the South Doore, and by the South Wall 
(the ftiort Seates there a^d all other. Pewes and Seates ia the 
Church being'taken away) throngh a very fair Alley to the 
faid Place. The South Side and North Side of the Churh was 
built withdouble Galleries, theuttermoft Gallery being higher 
then theinner, of equal Height witb the Place where theChair 
of Eftate ftood, ^nd were chiefly referved for Men of great 
Place. 

The lower Gallery on the South Side was for Doflors 
of Law and Phyfic. In the Space betwixt the Two firft 
Pillars in the Gallery lowards the Norih fat the Chancellor, 
and in the lower Gailery of the fame Side right under ihe 
^ Chancellor fat the Vicechancellor, and the Doftors of Divi- 
nity according to their Seniority fatt in the fame Gallery, In 
the middle Space upon Forms, there provided, fatt Bachelors 
in Divinity and Mafters of Art, every Man in their Hoods 
imd Square Capps. In the Weft End of the Church was 
built 13 Seates, afcending One above another very high, 
The like was built from the higher Gailery upward on the 
North Side fome 7 or 8 Afcents to the Roofe of the Church. 
On thefe Galleries were Gentlemen and Strangers placed, 
but not One Woman fcen in the Church, faving the Queen 
and about fome 8 or 10 Ladies that attended her Ma- 
jefty, The Anfwerer had a Seat made of Purpofe, and 
placed beneath the Pulpit on the left Sid*e, The like Seat 
was placed for the Moderator hard above the Pulpit nearer 
to the King. The Opponents were placed in a Seat made 
of Purpofe for Six Men on the North Side, thcir Backs dofe 
to the lower Gallery, and a faire Defke before thcm decentiy 
fovered. The Rayles before the Kifig, and the Ndble Men 
which fat in the Galleries, were very richly covercd withTa- 
peftry hanging down, and Cuftiions fuitable, whereof there 
were great plenty. The Vicechancellor's Seat was very 
rlchly adorned with Cloath of Veluet wrought on with Gol(^ 
and a very fair CuSiion. 

Solis 25^ AuguAi 1605. 

This Day the Lord Treafurer went to the Court at Woorf- 
ftock, where I was commanded by our Chancellor to attend 
for the Difpatch of our Bufinefs. There were (as I heard) 

Two 
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Two learned Sermons at Oxford, and at the Court Mr, 
Gwerdon, Dean of Salifbury, preached, whome the Uni- 
verfity of Oxford had graced with the Degree of Doftor a 
few Days before, referving his Creation to be done before 
ihe King at the beginning of the Divinity A^. 

Lunae, 26^ Augufti 1605. 

This Day at Seven of the Clock in the Morning thcrc 
was an Englifti Sermon at Ali Hallowes, a Church near un- 
to St- Marie's, which was continued at the fame Houre for 
Foure Days nCKt after, in the fame Church. At 8 of the 
Clock all pnbliekLeftures were read in their feverail Schooles, 
and from Nine till Eleven they contiuued their Difputations, 
which they call ^odiibets, in every feveral School of Arts, 
which Difputations were in this Manner, viz. Firft a Maftcr 
*of Arts replyeth upon a Batchelor, and after a while another 
Batchelor fayth, P/acet tibi Domine^ and then the Batchelor 
replyeth, and perhaps a Second, and a Third, the Maftcr 
of Arts then fitting as Moderator, but if no Bachdor dcfire 
a Placet, the Mafter of Arts muft continue the Time. And 
in the fame Schools from One till 3. Difputations were by 
Batchelors and Sophifters coniinued. This Day the Lord 
Chambcrlain and diverfc othcr Earles and Lords camc to 
Oxford and reviewed the King*s and Queen*s Lodgings ia 
Chrift Church, and the Prince's Lodgihge.in Magdalen Col- 
lege, and dined all with the ChanccUor at New Co'legc m 
thc Warden*s Lodgiiig, where thc Vicechanc^llor and foroe 
other Doftors with the Bedells dined. They fparcd not to 
puU down a Wal! or Study in Chrift Church, tp inlargi^ 
thc B.oomes for the Kingfs and QuQsn*s Eftate^ 

^ Martis 27 Augufti 1605. 

Iq the Forenoon ali Things were pcrform:d as on the 
Day bcforc. At One of thc Clock in thc Afternooo the 
Vicechancellor and Doflors wcnt to the ChaHcellor at New 
CoUege, and from thcnce prefently 10 meet the King in Man- 
ner foUowing, yiz. Firft, 3 Efquire Bedelis rodc on Foot« 
Cloaths, in fair Gowns, with Gold Chains, in VeJvct Capps, 
carrying thcir Stavcs as at other Times, but barc hcaded (as 
did the Scrjeant of the Mace) who rode next behind thcm. 
Immediatcly after them rodc the Chancellor, talking with 
fhe Viccchanchcllor, thc ViccchanccUor bcaring back about 
Half th$ Jfeogtb of bis Horfc. Aftcr the» 6 or 8 Doftors 
^ I,1}1 Z »lfo. 
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alfo in Scarlet Two by Two upon the Foote Clothes. Theq 

the Two Proftors in their Civill Hoods, and after thein Teii 

br Twclve in black Gownes and Civill Hoodes, upoa ihQ 

Foot Clothes riding ^\yo by Two. Thefe were fome of 

, them Heades of Halls, and fome of them ancient Bachelors 

in Divinity. Ali thefe Univcrfity Men did v/eare fcjiiare 

Capps, They ftayed firft at a Place called Ariftojtle's Well, 

being about a Mile froin thie City, jbu? foi: that it was a 

narrow Place, much anoyed with Duft, the Lord Cham- 

. berlam ferit them Word tp come a little forward into a feir 

Meadow, where they all, faving the Serjeant of the Mace, 

alighted from thelr Hbrfes, and llayed a little befide the 

high Way expedling the King. In the mean Timq the 

Maior of the City, 12 Aldermen in Scarlet, and fomc Si^ 

Score Commoners in blackCoates guarded with Velvet, and 

l;iy'd on with Beliamerit Lace, pafled forward by them foriie 

Fprty Score. Whereat the Vicechancellor aod Doftors were 

much difcontented, and made known thcir Grief to the 

Chancellor, who prefcntly called his Serjeant at Armes^ and 

wiiied him to tell the Maior and his Brethren that they had 

fbrgot thenifelves, and had proceeded beyond their Bounds, 

and that he required them upon their Perill, to conie back 

again behind him arid the Univerfity, and not to dare tO 

fpeak to the King tili they had firft done. TheMaior fent 

TwQ of his Aldermen who alighted fFora their Horfes, and 

came 6n Fobt to the Chaucellor, craving Pardon and excufing 

the Matter, fiift for that they were (ent fof by the Lord 

Chamberlain to come forward out of the Duft, and fecond- 

ly, fpr that they did not fee his Honor, as they pafled by, 

To whom the Lord Chanccllor anfwered, 1 think we {hould 

landerfiand the Lord Chamberiain*s Minde as weil as you, 

he fent us Wqrd to ftay here, and it were not beft for yo\j 

to prefume to go before us. So the Maior and his Company 

returned back behind the Chancellor about fome Twenty 

jicore.^' • V •.,..:■-'.•■• ^-^ 

' . Immedij^tely after the King camp riding on Horfeback, 
with his C^een ori his Left Hand and the Prince before them, 
the Duke of Lenox carrying the Sword. The Nobility at'- 
itending the K5ng was very ^reat, and richly attired in every 
Refpeft. ' The King cahie fomewhat near them, and then 
ftayed hjs H6rfp; 'The Chancellor went to^^ards his Mi- 
jefty 5 or 6 Pac'es, ahd thenkneeled down, but what he faid 
1 couldhot he'ar.* The King gave him his Hand and pulled 
him up; he retired 'tp 'the Vicecharicellor, ' by Whome the 
^hree Bedells ftbod, and the King coming a little nearer, 

jl)Q Yicechancellor begaa his Speech, which h^ delivered 

.... ».. . .>...... . ^,.. , ;. ., ■ : ... .. - - . ^p^ 
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ii^on his Knee with good Grace and clear Voice ; in whicli 
Speech he highly commendcd their Univerfity and preferred • 
it before all other^ in the WQrJd, ratiojie Coeli et Soii, Jnti- 
guitatiSf Pulchritudinis JEdificiorum^ multitudinis CoIIegiorumy 
Studentium, et dodlorum y^irorum / And laft of all, that it 
pleafed his Highnefs to vouchfafe firft of all to come and fec 
tbe fame, and fo ended« 

Within lefs then a Pijarter ofan Hotire that done, thc 
13edells delivered up their Staves. to the Chancellor, who 
delivered them tp the King kneeling, the Kuig putting tbem 
back, wiih his Hand fmiling, bad him take them again. After < 

that they prefented to his Majefty a Greek Teftament in Folio 
waftied and ruled, and Two Pair of Oxford Gloves, witli 
^ deep Fringe of Gold, the Turneovers being wrought with 
Pearle. They coft as I was informed 6'*^. a Pair. They 
alfo gave unto the Queen Two Pair of Gloves much like thc 
former, and a Pair unto the Prince. So they went on a lit- 
l.le fprward, the Bedells. bearing their Staves before thc 
king with the Armes upvvard, and next them went Threc 
^erjeaats at Arms, then the Sword Bearer who was that 
day (as I faid) the Duke of Lenox, then the Prince, King, 
§nd Que^a, ai^d all the Nobility. 

So they canae to Mr. Maior and his Brethrcn. . The Towa 
Clefk (jn the AWeace of the Recordcr) made a long Speech 
in Englifli, 'exjollijcig highly the late Queen and her Govern- 
paent, the great Fear at her Death, thc exceeding Joy, and 
infallible Hope that fucceeded upon it. After this the Maiof 
furrcndered his Mace to the King, who put it upon hin* 
. pgain, and tjien the Maior gaye the King (after their Ora- 
tion done) a fair ftanding Cupp, having 50!^^. of Gold in it, 
both wortji lopiib- Alfo tQ tiie Queen they prefented ano- 
ther worth 40!^^' and to the Prince another ftandlng Cupp 
gilt and covered, worth 30^^^? So then they marched oa 
flowly towards tbe City. Next before the Sword Bearer 
rode the Tbree Serjeanis, then the King at Armes in hi^ 
Coat Armour, and on bis Right Hand the Vicechancellor, 
and on his Left Hand the Maior of the City carrying the 
Mace on his Shoulders, which was very near as fain as the 
King's Maces. Next before them rode the Do6lors ia 
Scarlet and fquare Capps, and before theoi the Proftors, and 
before them fome Six Heads of Halls, no Doftors, and 6 or 
•jB more aptient Batchelorb in Divinity all in Black, and next 
them the Three Efquire Bedells, then the Aldermen, and 
-fo the Burgers, the beft next the King and the meaneft 
rforemoft. The Chancellor went next before the King, with 
' fhe {^qrd Cbamberlaii^, qot a^ Chamberlain, but as Treafu- 
■ ' ' ' -''.•• j.^j,^ 
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rer. I marvelled why the Bedells rode fo far from the 
Vicechancellor, and further from the Kiag, the Proftors and 
fotne others anfwered, they went before the Univerfity, and 
fecondly, that iheir Chancellor was there ih Perfoa. 

This being done, he rode on untili he caine unto St. 
John's College, where coming againft the Gate, Three 
young Youths in Habit and Attire likc Nynaphy confronted 
him, reprefenting England, Scotland, and Ireland, and talk- 
ing Dialogne-wife each to other of their State, at laft con- 
cluded yielding up themfelves to his gracious 'Governmenr. 
The Schoiars ftood all on One Side of the Street, and thc 
Strangers of all Sorts on the other ; the Scholiers ftood firft, 
then the Batchelors, and laft the Maftcrs of Arts. At Car- 
fax the Greek Reader, ftanding in One of the Anfwerers 
Seats with a Defk before him, made an Oratioa m Greek, 
with good Aftion and Elocution and (as Dr. Hamond fayd) 
in good familiar Greek. The King heard him wiiiingly, and 
the Queen much more, becaufe ftie fayd, ftie never had heard 
Greek. 

From thencc to Ghrift Church, where at the Hall Stairs 
Foot, the Univerfity Orator made a good Oratlon, only pre- 
ferring their Univerfity becaufe the King came thither firft, 
and pafled orfer all other Matters without Comparifon. 
Thence he went to the Church to folemn Prayers, at the 
firft Entrance whereof, there was layd a fair Carpct with 
Cusfhions, whereon the King and Queen knccled. From 
thcncc was airried over thc King and Queen a fair Canopy 
of Crimfon TafFety, by Six of the Canons of thc Church. 
It was carricd on Six Stavcs giit with Silver, and on the 
Topps great Silver Knobs and Pikes on the Topp of thcm. 
The Edges werc double, and doublc hangcd and fringed 
with red Silk ; the whole Society ftanding in thcir Surplices 
on both Sides thc middle Alley to the Quire Doore, whcrc 
the Dean of the Church prefented unto thc King certain 
Verfes in Latin, and to the Queen certain Verfes in Englifli. 
So the King and Quecn proceeded to the uppcr End of thife 
Quirc, where Places were provided for thcm bchind thp 
Traverfe. The Scrvice was very folemn, the Quire foll, 
and excellent Voices^ mixt with Inftruments. When Prayers 
Were done, they came back in Uke Sort to thc Doore, wbere 
Six Footmen took the Canopy and carried it away for a Fce. 
Then the]r went all to the King^s Lodging, and a while aftcr 
the Prince accompanied with Three Coaches full of Noble- 
mcti, and a Number of young Oaps a Foot, went to Mag- 
dalen CoIIcge to his Lodgjng where hc was entertained. 1% 
is to be remembred that on Munday at Aftcrnoon, thc Dcle^ 
gates, yiz, the Vigecha^ceUor aud Hpads, met at St. Marie's, 
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and ihere they concluded, and chofe out of every Houfc and 
Hall One who ihould haye Proftor^s Authority joyntly and 
feverally to punifti or imprifon any diforderly or unruly 
Scholer or other Perfon, and by this Meanes none could be 
unknown. 

On Tuefday while the Vicech^cellor and fome 8 or 10 
in Scarlet rode to meet the King, with Proftors and 12 or 
j6others, with Threc Efquires Bedells as aforefayd ; thc 
other 3 Bedelh attended a Depuiy, who with the Reft of thc 
Heads and other Delegates looked that all fhould be in Or« 
der in the Town. 

The Comedy began betwcen 9 and 10, and ended at i, 
the Namc of it was Aiba^ whereof I never faw Reafon ; it 
was a Paftoral much like One which I have feen in King's 
CoUedge in Cambridge. In the ading thei'eof they brought 
10 Five or Six Men almoft naked, which were much diQikcd 
by the Queen and Ladies, and alfo many rufticall Songes 
and Dances, which made it very tedious, infomuch that if 
the Chancellors of both the Univerfities had not intrcated 
his Majefty earneftly, he would havc been gone beforc Half 
the Comedy had becn ended. 

Mercurii 28 Augufti 1605. 

The Bell rang out at Seven to dn Englifli Sermon in All 
Hallowes as aforefayd. At Eight of the Clock ihere was 
appointed a Sermon ad Clerum, at which Hour the King was 
afleep, fo Word was brought that Nothitg fliould be donc 
untill his coming. The Doores were kept by the Guards 
and other Officers appointed by^the Lord Chambcrlaia, fav- 
ing that the Proftors took in Doftors and Mafters of Arts 
in their Habits (ajid none clfe) at a back Doorc. About 
Nine the King came in great State, the Earle of Southampton, 
Sword Bearer for that Day. Afier the King was placed ia- 
his Eftate, and the Nobility had taken their Places, thc 
Proftors faying ad Creationem^ the Father in Divinity (vizi 
Dr. HoUand) afked Leave of the King upon his Knees, that 
he might create his Sonn, after the Manner of the Univerfity; 
whereunto his Majefty gave Confent, In which Creation he 
firft fpake of his Gown, the Cplour and Dye thereof, thcii 
hc felt whether he was booted or not, and gave Reaf(>n why 
he fhould be booted : In the third Place he gave him a Bible: 
4thly, A Capp, Ring, and Ofculiim pacis, and fo ihe Aa 
begun. He would have beea long, but that ibe Proftbrs 
bad hxm coocludc. 

Thc 
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The Divinity Afts. 

The Vicechancellor read the Queftions, and the Vcrfes 
\irhich were writtcn upon the.fame, and fent the Paper tc( 
the King, and Seven Copies more to the greaieft of the No- 
bility. Then the Anfwerer read them.over in !ike Sort, and 
then made a fliort Expofltion of both the Queftions, which 
they call a Suppofition, in which he fpent a Quarter of aa 
Hour^ or thereaboutsv Then Dr. Holland replied Two 
Syllogifms, and then animated his Son in One Word, and 
fett him to follow the Argumenl after him. Five other 
DoAors replied exceeding well, One in One Caufe, and 
another in another, every Man One Argument, which they 
foilowed learnedly and well, and were as well anfwered. 
The Anfwerer ever repeated their Arguments clard voce^ 
that the whole Auditory might hear. The King was moft 
attentive, and would ftiew when he liked the Arguraent by 
Word, or other outward Gefture, One Argument was 
grounded out of Verfc of the Epiftle of St. James, 

Chapt, which was once well anfwered by the Refpon* 

dent, but the Opponent came to it again, by which Time 
the King had found the Place in a Teftament, which he had 
of the Dean of the Chappell, and ihen ftood up add fayd 
Audi^ Audi. He read the Place in Latin, and then readily 
and eloquently expounded the meaning, and concluded with. 
the Anfwerer. After they had all difputedj the Vicechan- 
celor determined in brief with good Grace and good Accept- 
ance. 

About Two after Dinner the King. came again, and 
with him the Queen and Prince, and the Law aA began, 
the Proftor firftfaying, Egregie Opj>onens propone ^iaftioneSi 
fo the fenior Opponent read One Queftion, and after read 
the Cafe upon the fame, and then.read the Second Queftion, 
and another Cafe to the Purpofe, and fo deflred the An- 
fwerer to ftiew his Minde, and how he would defend thofc 
Queftions. The Anfwerer read the Queftions and thc 
Cafes as the fenior Opponent had done, and after made his 
3 Congies to the King, and then begun, and ended within 
pne Quarter of an Houre, as every Man did in every Fa- 
culty, both they which anfwered, and they which replied 
and determined. They all replied very weil, and the King 
obfcrved thcm much, and yet talked much to dlverfe about 
him, but of a fudden 3 or 4 Times he fpake, and interpreted 
fhe Law as he did to the Modcrator Twicc. He determined 
One Queftion in this Maoner, viz.

In ihefecond faid Law Aft, after the King firfl fpoke, 
the Scholers began a Plaudite : at the fecond Time the 
graver Men crying in the End Vivdt Rex. At the Third ^ 
Time the Prince, Nobility^ and all, and that with great 
Vehemency. The fame Day after Supper about Nine oT ihe 
Clock, they began to aft the Tragedy of Jjax Flagellifcr 
wherein the Stage varied 3 Times; they had ali goodly an- 
tiqxie Apparell, but for all that, it was not afted fo well by 
many Degrees as I have feeri it in Cambridge. The King 
•was ver/ weary before he came thither, but much more 
wearied by it, and fpoke many Words of Diflike. 

Jovis 29. Augufti 1605. 

The like was done at the Phyfick Aft on Thurfday Fore- . 
poon which began at Nine, and lafted tiil Twelve : Thc 
Earle of Worcefter being Sword Bearer for that Day, It 
was very well performed, and concluded with a difcreet and 
learncd Speech by Dr, Warner. He diffwaded Men from 
Tobacco by good Reafons and apt Similes, perfwading them, 
crpecially Noblemen, to imitatc t*jcir Prince, and do as Alci- 
biades did with his Pipesbeing a Boy. Hc concluded his 

ToM. L Par. 2, M m m m Speecfa 
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Speech with a Prayer, that God (hould give all Bleffings 
and fach Health of Body to his excellent Majefty, that he 
inight nevcr ftand in Necd of any of them. From thcnce 
the King went to New CoUeg^, and dined with the Chan- 
cellor in great State. In the Afteruoon were Two Philofo- 
phy A£ls very well performed ; that of Natural Philofophy 
Firft and berter, after which fhe Queen arid Prince went 
a\vay immediately. The (econd Replyer excelled (viz. One 
Mr. Bafkervlle) after 20 Syllogifms the Proftor cnt him off^ 
but the King fayd, Imo -uero procedat hicy fo he difputed 
again 'tili the King cut him of. *After he faid to the Nobles 
about him, God keep this Fellow in a right Courfe, he 
would prove a dangerous Heretick, he is the beft Difputer 
that ever I heard. Of the next hc faid at the firft, He ncver 
heard a worfe, who would have proved by an Enumeration 
or luduf^ion ihat Tobacco muft need be good, becaufe 
Kings, Princes, Nobies, Earles, Lords, Kuights, Gentle- 
men of all Countries and Nations, reckoning a NumbcF, 
loved it. The King gave inftance that there was One King 
that neither lored nor liked it, wjiich moved great Delight. 
The Opponent afterwards difputed well. The like fell put 
with the Fourth lleplyer, as it did with the Second, for af- 
ter the Pro6lor had cut him ofT, the King bad he fhould pro- 
ceed. Tbe King determined oae of thefe Queftions in Man- 
ner following, viz.

The Proftor would have omitted the laft Replyer in the 
Second Philofophy Aft to give the more Scope to his Fellow 
that moderated, but the Opponent ITood up and the King 
fayd Audiamusetiam et illum. Difputet de amplificatione Jini- 
um Regnorum, So he heard them to the hft Word, and - 
'till it grew dark. That done he ftood up, moved his Hatt 
ofFhis Head, and fpake very graciouGy to that EfFefl he did 
at Hinchinbrooke to the Vicechancellor, and others of the 
Univerfity of Cambridge at his Comiag into the Realm, viz.

That Night after Supper fibout Nine began their ComeJy 
called Vertumnusy very well and learnedly penned by Dr. 
Gwynn. It was a<5led much better then eiiherof the other, 
and chiefly by St. John*s Men, yet the King was fo over^ 
wearied at St. Marie's, that after a while he diftaftcd it and 
fell aflecp, ivhen he awaked, he would have bin gone fay- 
}ng, I marvell what they think me to be, with fuch other 
like Speeches ftiewlng hls diflike thereof, yet he did tarry 
till they had ended it, which was after One of the Clock. 
Thc Queen was not there that Night. 

Veneris 30 Augufti 1605. 

There was an Englini Play afl^ed in the fame Place beforc 
the Q,ucen and young Prince, with all the Ladies and Gal- 
lants attending the Court. It was penned by Mr. Daniel 
and drawn out oi Fidus Pqftor^ which was fonoeiimes afled 
by King's-College Men in Cambridge. I was not there prc- 
fent, but by Report it was well afted, and greatly applaud- 
cd. It was named Jrcadia Reformed, Buc carly in the 
Morning before this Play begun, viz, About Six of the CJock 
a Bedell fiying Ofnnes Dodiores^ Magifiri Regentes et non Re- 
gentes\ ad Convocationem per fidem hora feptimd, At which 
Houre the Vicechancellor with fome of the Heades went to 
their Chanceilor to New College, but returned fuddenly to 
St. Marie'3 without him. At which Time there was a great 
Concourfe of Graduates of the Univerfity, but tbe Nobles 
carae not till Ei^ht of the Clock, and fome of tbem at Nine, 
'j^he Earle of Northampton was the Firft that went in with 
the Vicechancellor^ and fatt on hls right Hand upon a Forme 
(for there was but only One Chair which the Vicechancellor 
fatt on), He went in a black Gown and a Regent's Hood, 
having been before incorporated thcre. And firft there paff' 
ed a Grace for the Earles of Northumbcrland, Oxford, Eficx, 
aod i^ gencr^l for all Otber Nofeleqicn, Koight$, apd OfScers 

s Of 
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of the King, Quecn, and Prince, which were Mcn of Ac- . 
count, whcreunto Confent was aflced by the Profl-ors, of ihe 
Doftors, and then the Proftors turning to the Houfe, thc 
Houfe gavc their Confent by generall Acclamation faying, 
P^lckcet; fo ;he Earle was prefented by Dr. Paddy in very 
good Termes. After that 'the Proftor gave to him, viz, 
thc Earle of Northumberland the Oath, in hac Verba (fo 
near as my Memory will ferve) viz. Honoratijfime ComeSy in 
iferbo honoris tui dabis fidem ad obfervandum Statuta^ Privi- 
Ugia^ Lauaabiles Confuetudines et Libertates iftius Univerfi^ . 
tatiSf in quantum non contrariantur alicui Sacramento, prius 
a te fufcepto. He anfwered dofidem, To every One \n 
particular he fayd after : Idem Juramentum quod prajlitit 
Honoratiff: Comes in fua Perfona, praftabis tUy ^c, Tl^en 
he ftood bcfore the Vicechanccllor and the Reft of thc; faid 
Noblemen by him, fome Two Yards diftant. The Vice- ' 
chancellor ftood up and laying his Hand upon his Breaft, ad- 
mitted them in his Ffrbis, Ego au&oritate med et ^totius Uni- 
verfitatis admitto vos ad gradum Magifiri in artibus in ifta 
Univerfitate Oxonienfis, Which done they were placed by 
him on Formes, and then the Vtcechancellor with good 
Words and good Grace gave them Thanks in 3 or 4 Penods, 
that they would .vouchfafe to accept of fo fmall a Matter and 
fo much honour their Univerfity. Thefe and other Noble- 
men, the Viccchancellor ftanding did admit, but the ' 
• Knights and others of inferror Place he admitted fitting ftill 
in his Chair. After this AdmifEoh the Proftor propounded 
a Gracc that they might have Voices or SufFragcs as well in 
that PJace as in their Congregation. Thefe Woblemen and 
dlverfe Knights were admitted in fcarlet Gowns and Hoods^ 
and fo were diverfe after them, while they came but flow- 
ly. Afterwards they prerted in fo thick that.the Regifter 
being there, with Pen and Ink in his Hand couid not take 
their Names, neither did he or any Man elfe afke what they 
were : Sp they looked like Gentlemen, and had gotten on a 
Gown and a Kood they were admitted. 

Sir William Paddye, Dr. of Phyfick, prefcnted moft of 
the Nohility. Sir John Davies prefented the Knights and 
Courticrs, the Princc's Servants, and othcrs. Doftors pre- 
fentcd our Doftors and Batchelors in Divinity, more nqjfirci^ 
and Maftcrs of Arts prcfented our Mafters of Arts. 

Aftcr Nine the King came to view the Library, upon 
whome attendcd a great Part of the Nobiiity, amongift whome 
were the Lord Chamberlain and aur Chancellor, who were 
by Sir Henry Saviil cntreatcd to ftay their Coach and come 
ioto tbe Convocationi wbich tbey wlilingiy did^ aad becau& 

there 
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there was fome Scarcity of Robes^ thc grcateft Part of the 
Company being goae, and (as I gueffed) the Convocation 
bcing . prolonged for the coming of thefe Two Nobleraen, 
the Proftor propounded a Difpcnfation to this Effe<^l .* Siip- 
fiicatur Venerahili Convocationi^ ut lUuftriffimi et HQnoratif- 
fimi Viri qui non habent habitus, admittantur et incorporen- 
tur ftne habitibus, So after that fome were admitted m 
Gowns and Hoods of Doftors, either Diviaes, Lawyers, or 
Phyfiiians promifcuoufly, and fome without. Our Cbancellor 
in his Cloak, Sir Thomas Monfon in his Doublet >and Hofe, 
being green, and divers others in like Sort. While thete 
Noblemen were thus admitted, the Earle of Worcefter fatt 
•by th^ Vicechancellor on his right Hand in his Cloak, and 
the Earle of Northumberhmd iii bis Hofe and Doublett, with 
his Rapicr by his Side, aod his Horne about his Neck. So 
after a while all they dcparted, and went unto the King, 
and after the Adraiflion of a few mean Men, the Convoca- 
tion was diflblved. 

The Oa.th to the Supremacy was not ofFered to any Man 
tBis Day. Knights and Gentlemen were fworn to the /aroe 
Effeft that the other were, but upon the Bible, and without 
Limitation»of any former Oath unlefs they were incorporated, 
and then with Refervation, ut in Jcademid Cantabrigia, No- 
. blemen admitted fo far as I can remember, Northumberland, 
Effex, Oxford, Pembroke^v Mountague, Efiingham, Dela- 
were, Lord Kinlofs, and diverfe other Scottifh Lords and 
Mafters which I cannot name. Sir John Harrington Sonn 
. to theLord Harrington, wiih otherKnights and Gent. very 
many and fome very mean* Incorporated the ^arle of Suf- 
folk, Earle of Salifl^ury, the Vifcount Cranborne, Xord 
Compton, Walden, and others. The Names of fuch as 
now and |hen accompanied the Vicechancellor fitting hy him 
while thcfe Things were doue, viz. the Earle of Northamp- 
ton, Earle of Cumberland, Earle of Worcefter, Earle of 
. Rutland, Earle of Southampton, and others. 

There was great Labor made ihat »the Prince might be 
admiued Mafter of Arts, but the King would not confent 
thereunto. It is not to be forgoiten, that over Night about 
Supper Time, the Vicechancellor went to fome of the No- 
bility, and fent Dr. Aglionbie and diverfe others whome he 
thought graciouF, to the rvejall Places \yhere they fupped) 
to acquaint their Honours with thc Time of their Convoca- 
tion : What more I could not learoe. 

In the Time of this Convocation, viz. aboirt Nine, the 

King came to the Library, and froro thence returned by 

Brazen Nofe GoUege where he heardan.Oration, fJecameout 
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of his Coach, and walhied about thc Square, viewed thclr 
CoUege, and commended the Garden within the Square, 
which at that Time was finely kept. From thence he went 
by all Soules College where he heard an Oration, and from 
thence to Magdal^n College, and there heard an Oration, 
and from thence returned to Chrift Church to Dinner, 
where in Time of Dinner Dr; Lylly of Baliol College made 
unto him a learned Oration, but toa long. 

After the King had dined, there was pofting toHorfc; 
at the Stairs Foot where the King entered into the Court, 
the Junior Proftor made a ftidrt Ofation, and delivered it 
with good Axidacity. That done their Chancellor having 
the Grant of tbe Perpetuity td the Univerfity fbr the Ufe ♦ 
of the King's;Reader, delivered it to his Majefty io a long 
Box who took it in his Hand, and gave it td the Vicechan- ' 
chellor, but fayd little or Noihihg that I could learn ; only 
he and ^he Queen gave their Hands to be kifled of the Vice- 
chancellor and the Reft of the Doftors, and bad them fare- 
wdl and iroqble themfelves no fu*-ther, who orherwife' had 
their Horfes and Foot Clothes ready to have carried him out 
oftheir Liberty. ' Then tKe King, Queen, and Prince went 
all into One Coach, and pafred through the Town, by 
Magdalen Colkge, not ftayingany where. 

The Maior, and Twclve in Scarlet, with their Serjeant, 
Town Clerk, and 4 or 5 in black (who L think were Bay- 
Jies or fuch likc Djfficer^ rode before his Majefty through the 
Town to the further End of the Bridge and there ftopped. 
The Maior carried thc Mace as he did at his Majeftie's en* 
tring. There were Verfes fett upon the Walls qf fuch Col- 
leges as w^re in his Way, viz. All Souls,'Corpus Chrifti, 
and Magdalen, which the King feemed not t0'fee,'or not 
to regard, neither did a Man ftep out of the Train to view 
or read any oi them ; fo th&y %ere by the BoyeS rudely 
pulled down. The Scholers ftood along by their Colleges, 
fome orderly in theif Hoods aiid Habits fit for their Degrees, 
fomemore confufedly and diford«rIy without any fuch Re- 
fpeft. 

Other Things worthy to be obferved. 

The yoong Mafters of Arts and Batchelors of Arts did 
wear Gowns and Hoods fo like, that they couid not eafily 
be diflinguiflied, viz. Black widc fleeved Gowns faced dowa 
to the FoQte with Taffaty, and about the Arme to turn up 
to the Elboe, and black.civill Hoods 6n their leftShoulders. 

At 
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At public Mcetiogs fome of the young Mafters of Arts wcre 
in Hoods lioed with Miniver, but aot One with white Taf- 
fity. AU ibe Reft faving Batchelors in Divinity were in 
Hoods of changeable TaflSty, and thofe of all Colors. Thc 
Batchelors in Divinity had their Hoods lined with black^ 
The Do^tors in Divinity difputed in Scarlet Gowas faced 
down to the Foot with Velvet, with wide Sleeves faced and 
turned up as tbe other. Likewife the Dodors of Divlniiy 
which were Auditors were in Scarlet Gownsi and iheir 
Hoodes turned as tbey are here when they go to preach. 
The Doclors of Law and Phyfick, both Difputants and 
others, were in fcarlet Gowns and cbangeable Hoods. 

All Men were uncovered in St. Maries, while the King 
was in Pi efence, boih at the Difputations^ and at the Come- 
dies in Chrift Church. 

The King would very freely ftiew his like or diflike of 
any Thing ihat was done or fayd, if not in Words, yet at 
leaft in outward Geflure. At a privy Nipp, if it favoured 
of Wit and Learning, and was clcanly carried, be would 
laugh hartily. 

Fcw Rep^yers did praefari at all, if any were long, and 
not very excellent, he would fay, Away, away, tufti, tufh, 
or fuch like, but not very lowde. Sometimes hc would talk 
with the Queen, and fometiraes with the Noblemen about 
him. He was ad earneft at all Difputations, as he is wont 
to be at his Sports, and the .longer he tarried, the more he 
would interpofe his Specches, fometimes in Brief, Huc de^ 
ventum ejl^ or Hoc probandum efl, or fuch like. Sometimes he 
would diftinguith or determiue of a Doubt, and fbmetimes 
inforce an Argument. 

Memorandum, That amongft all the Students, when they 
fitt bare headed 10 St. Marie'8 Four or Five Houres together, 
I could not fee auy One that wore his Hair but ia decent and 
coipely Manuer. 

It was reported credibly. find expefted, that the Playes 
ftiould be afted again the Wcek fbllowing to give Satisfa^ion 
to the Univerfity, which before could not fee them afted, 
but on Saturday at Night I heard of a certain, that the Ap- 
parell was packed up to be fent away, and there was an 
Knd. 

For the better contriving and finiftiing of the Stages, 
Seates and ScafFolds in St. Marie's and Chrift Church, they 
entertained Twoof his Majeftie*s Mafter Carpentcrs, andthey 
had the Advice of the ComptroHer of his Works. They 
alfo hired One Mr. Jones a great Traveller, who lindertooke 
to further them much« and furniih them with rare Devices, 

but 
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but performed very little, to that which was expefted. He 
had for his Pains, as I heard it conflantly reported 501»^». 

The Money to defray all thefe Charges was levied' upon 
the Heades 6f the Stude^ts, according to every Man^s Place 
and Ability, as for Example, iti a little poorc Hall the Head 
was aflefled to pay 20^- and the Peationers of the fame ^li^* 
and yet they made account that they ftiould have a fecond 
Afleffinent. ^ 

The King's Officers complalned much of the Taxors or 

Clark of the Market, for that there was no Care had of the 

Frices of Viftualls, Horfemeat, &c. And the Clark of the 

Market generally threatned that if he Hved to fee the Court 

at Oxford again, he would deal therein as in other,Places 

without thc Libertie. And to fay the Truth, Things were 

unreafonable, yiz. Hay for an Horfe (if he flood in a Stable) ■ 

at 12*. a Day and Night, if he flood without Doores at 8^^ 

Oates at 3^- and 3^- 4**. the Bufliell, whereas they were 

foldin theMarket at Woodflockfor 18**. ao^.andaa''. thebeft.

they will make a Croflc. When they leav their Cattell in 
Houfes or in the Fieldes, they will makc a Crofle.

/^SMOND Earle of Dorfet, a Norman by Byrth, and ^ 
^^ greate Favorite, had Sherborne gyven him by the Con- 
querer amongeft dy vers other Advauncemerites. Afterwards, 
upon the Vacancye of the See of Salifbury, Ofmond forfak- 
inge his temporal Authoritie, and beinge in greate Grace 
with the Kinge, became Bysftiop of that See, and got the 
Caftell of Sherborne to bee annexed tb that Bysftiopprick, 
fettinge a Curfe upon them that did goe about to plucke thc 
£ame from that godly Ufe ; this Bysftiopp was a Man of that 
Integrety and Holynes that hee was canonized at Rome, and 
fett downe in our Almanacke for a Saint. 

This Caftell with the Land thereunto apperteyninge con- 
tynued in the Bysftioppes untill the Tyme of Kinge Stephen; 
at which Tyme One Roger, then Bysftiopp of Saliftjury, 
(whoc reedyfied both the Caftell of Sherborne and the Caftell 
of the Devyzes, comoqly cailed the Vyze) beirige well knownc 
to be a Bysftioppe of greate Wcalth, the faid Kinge wantingc 
Mony for many Purpofes, but efpecyallye for the Compaf- 
fmge of a Mariage betwene Euftace his onely Sonne, and 
Conftancia the Frenche Kinge*s Sifter, feafed upon the 
Wealth of the faid Bysftiopp, tooke the Caftell of Sherbome 
and kepte yt. Not longe after, the right Heire to thc 
Crowne, Mawde the Emprefle, and Henry Fitz-Emprefle her 
Sonne invadcd England with fuch a Power, as that King^ 
6tephen was dryven by Compoficion to make Henry Fittz- 
Einprefle Heyre^apparent to the Crowne, and to difmheryt 
Euilace his owne naturall Sonne. After that Tyme^ whyle 
' ' ' the 
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the laid Caftell contynewcd in the Crowne, greate Trobles arofe 

to thc Kioge. Sometymes the Father was againft the Sonne^ 

fometymes the Sonne againft th/6 Father, the Barons againft 

the Kinge, and the Kinge againft the Barons: From the 

Kinge the Caftell was graunted to fome of (be nobte Racc of 

the Motintacmes, and while they had ft, Two of thcm loft 

there Headcs fucceffyvely One after the other. In the Tyme 

of Kinge Edward the III<*. One Robert Wyvyll bcinge 

Bysftioppe of Sarum, brought a Writt of Right againft Wil- 

liam Mountacute Eade of SaKftmry for Ae feidCaftcH^ 

wherein hee proceeded foe faVr, as tnat tbere Champions 

were entred the Lifts to try the Combatt. But the Kioge 

tooke up the MatteF, and ordered the Byslhop to give a Some 

of Mony to the Earle» which was don accordingly, and the 

Caftell reftored to the Bysfhoprick. Then the fame conty- 

noed therein untiU the Tymc of Kinge Edward the Vl^- at 

which Tyme the Duke of Sbmerfet gott a long Leafe thercof, 

"whoc graunted the fame unto Sir John Horfey, thc beft of 

his Abylity? that ever was of ihat Name in thofe Parts, Af- 

ter which, within Halfe a Yere, the Duke of Somerfet loft his 

Head, and Sir John Horfley declyned in his Eftate, unrill 

hee grewe foe bare ihat hee was owt lawde for X'»- King 

Edward dying, atid Nicholas Heath, ArchbyflTchoppe of 

Yorke beinge Lord ChaDcellor of England, John Capon, 

Bysfhopp of Sariim exhibited a Bill in the Chancery againft 

the faid Sir John HorQey, ftiewing t^at tbe Leafe made to 

the Duke was by Menaces and Threats, and for Feare of 

his Liffe, uppon which Bill the Lord Chanceilor releeved 

hym and decreed the Caftell for the Bysfliopp. After that 

yt contynewed in the Bysflioprick untill about the 33** Year 

of Eiizabeth, at which Tyme Sir Walter Rawleigh gott yt, 

and by reafon of his Atteyndcr yt came againe to the 

Crowae.

Noble Lord AmbrofTe Suttori, Erle of Warwicke, to ihe 
Lady Anne, Daughier of Frannces RuIIeli Earie of Bedford, 
that is to fay, the fayd Anne lying in the Courte, flie came 
from her Chamber and went to thc Queenes Majefty's grcat 
Cloftstt, ledd by the Erles of Oxford and RuUand, being 
accompaned with divers Lqrds and GeiitLiemen beforc her, 
and the Queen*s Mayds of Honnor, and oiher young Gcn- 
tlewomen after her ; the fayd Bryde was apparelied lo ai 
Kntie of Cloath of Silver mixed with Blew, a Gowne of 
purple Velvett embroydcred about with Silver, a Call of 
Gold on her Head, her Trayne lx)rne by Katberine Knoles^ 
Daughter of Sir Francis KnoBes» Vicechamberiaync. 

Note, The Mayds of Honnor were appareilcd in ycHow 
Satten, garded with grcene Velvett, and layd on with Silver 
Lace. And after that the fayd Bryde was' cora ta thc Cloflett, 
the Lords returncd and feiched thc Lord Bridegrome, hc 
being apparelled in a Gowne of purple Velvett furred with 
Sables and embroyderred with Gold i The Erle of Lecefter 
followed him in a Gowne of parple Satten, with.a broad 
Garde of Gould embroyclered. After they were both in thc 
Clofletr the Lords went for the Queene, who cam to her

Y the Provifion of the living God on tbe 1 2th Day of 
Oaober the Feaft of St. Wilfride, thc Vigil of St- Ed- 
ward, which was on the Friday about 2 of the Clock in thc 
Morning was Borne at Hampton Court, Edward, Sonoc to 
King Henry the 8th, in the Yeare of oi^r ^Lord One 
M.v.xxxvii. The Dominicall Letter was G. in the.xxixth 
Yeare of the Reigne of our Souveraignc Lord, which was 
Do^ chriftened till the Monday next following. 

Incontinent after the Birth, Te Deum was fong in the 
Cathedrall Church of Paulie^s right folempnly, and in all the 
oiher Churches of London ; and many great Fires in every 
Streete, and fo continued till Night. And there was there 
goodly banqueting and triumphing, with ftiooting of Gunns 
all Day and Night in the goodlieft Manner that might be de^ 
vifed. And Meffengers were fent to all tbe Eftates and Citties 
bf the Realme of that moft joyfull and comfortable Tydings, 
to whome were gjven great and large Gifts. And over aU 
Te Deum was fung with ringing of Bdls, and in the moft 
Part Fiers made in Praife of God, and rejoycing of all 
Englifbmen. 
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The Preparations ordeined for the faid Chriftening at 
Hampton Court. 

-Firft, Thc going to ihe Church began at the Prefence 
l-oclging, convayed through the Counfell Chamber to thc 
Gallary leading through the King's great Chamber, , and fo 
through the Hall and the Second Court to the Gallary that 
goeth to the Chappell, ftanding all that Way Torches bprne 
by the King's Servants and otlier Nobleinen*s S^rvants, and 
all that Way barred wherc no Walies be, and richly.hung 
and ftrawed with Rufties. 

At the Chappell Dore a largc Porch, and the famc covered 
Vith rich Cloth of Gould or Arras, and double hanged with 
Atras rich, and the Flore borded, and covered with Carpetts. 

And all the Body of the Chappell hanged with rich Ar- 
rasy aod in the fame a Fonte .of Silver and gilt, fet upon a 
Mouot or State made of 4 Degrees In Height, and unfquare 
in Compafle, inclofed with double Barriers made of Tymber, 
with 2 or 3 Entires, One to come in, an other to paflTe to thc 
Travers, the Third to the Altar, the fame Barrs co- 
vered with red Say, and takked with fmall Nailes. And all 
the Degrees of the fame Mount cpvered with Carpctts, and 
the Barrs hanged with rich cloth of Gould. And on the 
faid Fonte a rich Canopee. 

And upon thc South Side a litle from the Mount was pre- 
pared a Travcrs of Damafke for making ready the Prince to 
thc Chriftening. The fame Travers under Foote covercd 
with Carpetts, and therein a Fire-pan of Coales, with good 
perfume Bafins, and Chafers of Silver and guilt, with Wa- 
ter, whereof the Sayes furely taken to wafli the Prince if 
Nccd be. And all the Tyme of the Princes oppening, thc 
Buftiop and Godfathers, faving the Lady Godmother, ftadc 
under the Canopic over the Fonte, therc to abidc the com» 
ing of the Princc. 

The Quere 6f the Chappell was richly hung on both Sides 
with Arras, and the high Altar richly. garnifhed with Stufiq 
and f late. And on the South Side of the faid Altar a rich 
Travers of Cloth of Gould garniflied and hanged, covered 
under FoQte with Carpetts, and furniflied with Cuflions. 
And Ukewife uqder Foote between the Fonte aod the high

Wfecn hc llcd from Dunwich, bcing parTued by 

the Pagan OaQcs, bee took refuge in this Caftlc, but bcing 

hard beficgcd, and having no Hope of Refcue, he flcdd froiti 

thcnce, and hcing ovcrtakcn by hts Encmies was bchcaded 

<l Hoxon, from whcocc long. aftcr, his Corps was *renK)vcd 

and re-iatcrrcd at Bury, called fincc St. Edmund's Bory. 

Mathew Parls informs us, that WJIIiam Ktifbs gave this 

Caftle to his favorite Roger Bigod i and karricd Mr. Cam- 

den fays, that thts Caftlc, if Aot rcbuilf, yctt was repaircd 

by his Son Hogh Bigod, who was created Earl of Norfoik 

by King Stepheci, becaufe he teftified upon Oath beforc the 

ArchWfhop of Cantcrbury and othcrs, that King Hcnry 

willed upon his Dcath-bcd, that Stephen^ hls Nephew, and 

not Maud, his Danghtcr/ Ihould facceed him ia thcKing-^^ 

dom of England. 

This Hugh was the Sonne and Heire of thc bcforc-mca- 
tioned Roger, who was Sewer to King Hcnry thc Firft». by 
AdcKza thc Daughrcr and Heire of Sir Hagh Grantefmciiillj 
High Steward of England. He married Jufiana the Daugh- 
ter of Almerick de Vcre, the King*s Chamberlajn, and had 
IfTue Roger Bigod Earl df Norfolk, and William a fecOnd 
Son, who dyed in the a^th Ycar of Henry the Second, arid 
was buried in the Priory of St. Bemiet is Thctford. Aftcr- 
^ards this Caftle was givea by King Edward rhe Firft to his 
Second Son Thomas of Brothcrton Earl of Norffolk, and 
* R rrr 2 • MarlhaH 
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Marflult of Edgland» 'who repaired it as appeareth by bis 
Armcs in divcrfc Places thereof. This Thomas tnarried 
Katharine the Daughter of Sir Roger Hayles of Harwich, 
Knight, and had Iffae Edward, and Margarett. Edvc^ard 
fucceeded his Fatber as Earl tlf Noifolk, ^d Mnflhdll of 
England, but dycd, the King^s War<l, in thc (anafi Yeare 
ivith his Father^ leaving his {aid Sifler Margarec his Heir. 
She was firft married to Johh Lord Segrave, M^ho htXLt the 
Chwrch of St. Michael iij Fraijilinghanni, and the Church of 
>our Lady in Woodbridge > 

This Caftle was vcry faire and beautifuU, fortified witb 
a double Ditch, higb Banks, and Rampiec$. The Walls, 
which arc of great Height and ThicknefTe, are ftrengthened 
by Thirteepe, Towers fquare bnilt, all which are yctt tp bc 
fbene, as are likewife tbe Remains of Twoe Watch Towers 
or Barbicaqs on the Weft Side. Thefe- Barbican^ are now 
corruptly called by thc common People, The Burganys. 

Tbis C^ftlc was inwardly furniftied with Buildings very 
commodious and neceflTary,. able to receive and eptertaine 
iriany. In the Firft Court was a very deepe Well of excel» 
lent Wprkmanfhip, compafTed with carved Pillars, which 
fuppprted a leaden Roofc» and though ^out of Rcpayery was 
in beirig AnnO 1651. 

In the fame Court alfo was a neat Chappell now wholly 
demolifh^d, Anao 1657, and tranfported into thc Highi- 
wayes.

On the W;^ft Sid^ of this Cafti^fprcadeth a grcat Lake, 
which i^ reporred to have been once navigabic^ and to hav^ 
filled rhe doub.k Ditcb. abqut ih^ Caftie. But it is now 
I iBCich lefs rhan foraierly it was/ beiftg fcvery Day liUed «pp 
wiph &arthj^pd»^a5id w^fhed intq it by the hea^y Rap^s^:

' This Caftle had a Drawe-bridgc and a Portcullis ovc 
the Gate, which was the ftrongeft Towcr:, and beyond 
Bridge, withoat, was a half Moonc of Stone, about a Man's 
Height, ftanding Anno 1657. Therc was on ihe Eaft Sidc 
a^ Poflierne, with an Iron Gate, leading over a private 
Bridge into thc Parke wherein the Caftle ftandeth, which 
was» ootlong ftncc, thick befet with Trees, as thcStumps^ 
yet (hew. , * 

In the Year 1 173, when King Hcnry thc younger rebcllcd 
agalnft. his Fathcr King Henry 3ie Second, Robert EarJe of 
Leicefter, with his Flemings, infefted the Countrey, farr and 
ncere, froo) this Caftlc. This Robert, togcther with hir 
Anaazonlan Countcffe Parncll, were taken Prifoners at Farne- 
bam St. Genevefa, not far from St.^ Edmund's Bury, by 
Richard Lncy Lord Chicfe Juftice of England, and Pro- 
t^Oiov of the Kingdom (in thc Abfence of King Henry the 
Second) in a pitcht Field,' wherein were put to thc Sword 
^bout Tenn thoufand Flcmings, which thc faid -Earle Ro* 
bert bad levied and fent forth from this Caftle to rob and 
Spoile tbe Countrey, all or moft of . which Numbcr were 
buried in and about tbc Villagc of Farnham} in thc Year 
^173 aforefaid> tbe twentieth of K. Henry the Second.

only» and tbe Reft for ere&ing of a Work-hoafe in Fram- 
lingham for imployiog tbe Poor of that Tawn, aad of the 
Poor of Debenham and Coggefball in Effex, and for pro* 
viding a Stock to fett them on Work, and for Buildipg of 
Alms-bonfes in Framliogham for Twdve poor Pepple» who 
(bould be allowed Two Shillings a Piece weekly for their

Tht liord Herbert * df CardifFe b6re the 
S\vorcl, and the LladJ^ Margaret Clyffbrd the Traytie, afBfti 
exl bj^ the Lord CttamberTayoe. She being confen to thc 
CloTtett, Service was began by the Gentletnen of Ihb Chap^ 
pell and .the Cdrnets. When the Serviee \vas ^Aattij thft 
(^eene's Majefty cam downeno the' Chhppell, and xvent to 
feer 't^ravcrie, and thei*e flayd till the l^bnritfe was halldwecl 
by thc Fiftidpes of 'Ganterbury, London, Skllefb^ry, a^nt! 
'ttochefter. THcn thfe Child was brought fourth . and -d^li- 
Vd-ed to the Lady Howard of EfEnghiitn, dflifted *y the- 
Earle of Ormond, and thother ij, afWeflamed, f6rthhtTt 
\vas Very hevy bv iie"afon of the Juells afld coffiy Atryer. 
The.rt the Qneeries Majefty cani" fohh of lier Traverfe, 'anS 
Sveht to the Foiinie.-to be the Suerty 6r Gddmother, Vhere. 
there ttode "the 'Mfl:i6p'e df Lond6n iti a white i^ochett df 
'Cambrike, Who didexledute, 2ind the other Bifhopes^ ftandN 
ing by in tlieir orditi^ry Appafell, together Nvith t1?e'Arch'- 
jbifhojie of Cantorbury, drid the duke 'oiF Norff: whoHvePc 
Soertyes or 'Godfalt^h%r&. Thten the Bifhope of Londoriy 
Mr. Watts, Archdeacon of IVfiddlefey, holdmg t^he Botiki^ 
proeeeded and miniftred the Sacrament of Baptifme to the 
feid Child, without any playing or flnging, but only mini- 
ftred and read the Order of Baptifrae in Englifti as it is fett 
out. When he came to the Name, tbe Queene's Majeftj

Raphe Bagnoll gave the Watter. Thcn was brought to the 
Queene*s Majefty a Voyde of Spices in a great Plate, cover- 
• ^;rt>y the Lord of Hunfdon and Sir Robert Rich. Sir Hen- 
ry Sydney, Lord Prefident of Wales, brought the Cuppe of 
Ipocrafie. To thother Two Goflbpes the Voyde was brought 

by 
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by Geotiemen Pencioaers. Thea. the Child was bronghi 
forth to the Queene^ and then there was brought forth td 
ber Majefty a Cupboard of Plate, borne by divers Knighcs 
and Gentlemen Pencioners^ with others^ which her Majefty 
cave to the fayd Child. Then the Archbi(hop'$ Gyfte was 
brought forth by his Steward» beinge a greatftanding.Cupp 
covered, double gilte.' Then the Duke of NorfF: his Gifte, 
beinge a Cuppe of Gold, with a Cover, in Valew a hundred 
Pounds, was likewife brought and bome by Mr. Tymperlie 
his Comptroler. Then the Queenc's Majefty went froni 
the Chappell in Maner as (he came to the &me» and at the 
Toppe of the Stayers as (he went upp from the Chappell» 
the {ayd Marquefe ftode and gave her Aiiajefty and thother 
Thankes for their Payties and great Giftes* Then the Child 
was caryed Home in Maner as it was brought^ with great 
Number of Torches lighcedi caryed by the Garde, and the 
Marquefle*s owne Men Two and Two» for that then it was 
within Night, and the Quecne*s Gifts and the other Two 
Goffipes wcre caryed before the Childe by the Perfons afore- 
named, ahd Firft the Dukes, then the Archbifhopes, then 
the Queene*s, and then the Child. The fame Night divers 
of the Lords went with the fayd Marquefe of Bawden to his 
fayd Lodging of Bedford Place to Supper^ and foe ended 
this Ceremony.

pOrafmuche, Right Worfliipfull, as I conjeftured at your 
*• late beinge in the Towne of Kidwillie, that you wold 
gladlie knowe, by what Meancs thc fame Towne and thc 
Inhabitaunts thereof, (of which Place pleafeth it your Wor- 
ihlpp to underftaunde I ame) became in fnch poore Eftate 
as they are, and were at your latc beinge thcire : whepeof, 
as it feemed to me, you greatlic merveyled, confideringe the 
Scituacion of the Place fo p]eafaunt, and ftandinge in fogood 
aSpotfor Trade as it doth, (if it were ufed). The Remem- 
braunce whereof commynge to my Mynde, I thought it no 
lefle then my dewtie to leame and enquire therein fo muche 
as I might, to fatisfie your Mynde and afllire you of the 
Truthe ; and trulie it is to be admired and wondered at, 
that a Towne haTinge floriftied as it hath, and alfo havinge 
the fcverall Commodities both by Sea and Lande, as to ic 
doth apperteync, ftiolde bc fo greatlie dccaycd. But com- 
iQonlic where wanteth good and wife Members to fupport, 
no raervaylc then yf the Towne fall to Ruyen and Decayc» 
This Towne wantinge fuche, is not onlic therebic decay» 
ed, but by fuchc Meanes hath fuftered divers hard Cafualties 
and Misfortuns, as by the aged Men and Dwellers in tbe 
] Towne I have lerned. Thc chcfefl Caufe, and firft 
Grounde of the decaie thcreof, cam by this Meanes ; and 
thus it was. Theirc happcned a Difcordc and Difcention bc- 
ToM.I. Par.a. Tttt iwi;p 
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€wixt tlic Cowntrie Gentilmcn, and the Inhabitaunts of the 
Townc afbreraide, which Difcention beinge as it was ihoughr^ 
by a Parlie betwene them oppeafed, notwithftandinge fod- 
donlie the Cowntrie Gentihnen betrayed the Towne and 
Towncfcmcn, and with Violence foddenlie entered uppoa 
them, and killcd and fpoyled the chefeift and moft fubftan- 
ciall of them, fnckcd thc Towne, and fet Fyere on the moft 
Parte thereof, whercbic they overthrewe the State and good 
Order of thc Towne, and alfo almoft utterJic ympoveriflied 
h. And as it rauft Neads bc conjeftured, that thefc Plagues 
before reherfed, happened in tbe fame Towne, by the Per- 
mifGon of God, for the Wickednes and Synnc of the People, 
fb for my owne Parte, I fuppofe the Lord feinge theire 
unrepeptaunt Mynds, and that thcy became ifot People for- 
rifull for this theire Vifitation, tooke not his Scourge from 
them, For the Townc was afterwards with Fyere, at Two 
fcverall Tymes, burnt in fuche petious Cafe and Manner, as 
the Townefmcn therebie became to be uttcrlic ympoverifhed, 
iu which.State thcy j^ct contynewe ; and thc more to ympo- 
terifhc and quite undoe the fame Townefmen and the Inha- 
bitaunts, the Countrie ncare adjoyninge, which were wont 
Twice a Wecke to comc and bringe Viftualls to tbe Townc, 
and thicre tben alfo bie theire Neccflaries, have nowe alto* 
gethcr left of from commynge, or in any wife tradinge to 
thc fame Towne. So ihat that Towne which heretofore 
.ftarborcd allKynds of Trads, Sciencs, and Handicrafts, doth 
Howe, by reafon of the Debilitie tbcreof, harbor non at all, 
but oolie the Frceholders of the fame Towne, which live 
onlie theire uppon theire Lands, and fufler the Buyldiogs 
thereof dalic to dccayc. Thus have I rclated unto your 
tVorfliip the Caufe of the Ruyen of the famc Towne, and
